REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant's invention deemed to be directed to an nonobvious improvement of the prior 
art (see applicant's admitted prior art fig. 2). Claim 1 , lines 5-17, recites "a first parallel 
inductor, connected between the first junction point and the ground, a compensating 
inductor, connected between the first junction point and a second junction point, a 
second parallel inductor, connected between the second junction point and the 
ground... wherein the filter has a coupling coefficient determined by the inductances of 
the compensating inductor, the first parallel inductor, and the second parallel inductor." 
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This limitation is unobvious over the applicant's admitted prior art especially considering 
the specific locations for the first parallel inductor, a compensating inductor and a 
second parallel inductor in conjunction with a first resonant capacitor, a first serial 
inductor, a second serial inductor and a second resonator capacitor as recited in claim 

1.
